West Weighing Gulf Naval Force 
To Prevent OilrStrait Blockade

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. - 
Western diplomats say they are 
discussing formation of an allied 
naval force in the event of a threat 
to blockade the Gulf. 

The idea is under discussion at 
“brainstorming” sessions, these 
sources said^ Wednesday, in which 
an attempt is bong made to define 
the possible consequences of the 
. fighting betweqi Iraq and IraiL 

The officials emphasized that 
the task force notion has not yet 
been adopted, is hedged with grave 
riitical difficulties and would not 
invoked unless there was a gen- 
uine threat to cut. off the vital oil 
route.

3-Year Unesco Package Likely to Revive 
Apprehension Over News Media Control

BELGRADE — Unesco Direc- 
tor-General Amadou-Mahtar 
M’Bow presented to the agency’s 
general conference Thursday a 
package of politically explosive 
programs that are certain to be in- 
terpreted as an assault on the 
Western news media and their con- 
cepts of press freedom. 

The programs, as outlined in 
UN Educational, Scientific and 
Cultural Organization's proposed 
$625-ntiUioQ budget for the next 
three years, seek to deepen 
Unesco’s involvement in the inter- 
national regulation of satellite 
communications, questions of 
journalists' ethics and the way for- 
eign correspondents function, and 
the content of news dispatches, 
both domestic and international. 

Far from representing the mod- 
erate compromise some Unesco of- 
ficials had promised, many of the 
programs revive some sensitive is- 
sues that had been negotiated out 
of the final recommendations of a 
Unesco-creaied Commission mi 
Information and Global Commu- 
nications, the so-called MacBride 
commission. 

For example, one item in the 
proposed communications pro- 
gram pledges assistance to profes- 
sional organizations and other 
bodies interested in devising mea- 
sures to protect journalists in their 
work. 

Western news organizations and 
journalists’ groups have strongly 
opposed any special “protection of 
journalists” for fear that it could 
lead to a form of lic ens i n g, .and the 
final recommendation of the Mac-. 
Bride report clearly opposed the 
idea. 

Mr. M’Bow, 59, of Senegal, 
whose re-election later this week is 
considered a formality, opened the 
debate on the preposed budget 
Thursday with a long, moderately 
worded description of the pro- 
grams being formulated for the 
next three years and beyond. 

He praised the work of the com- 
munications commission — which 
took its name from its chairman, 
Sean MacBride of Ireland — as 


“the most exhaustive international 
study ever on the different aspects 
of communication.” He said its 
work should not be a conclusion, 
"but a point of departure." 

In his presentation. Mr. M’Bow 
carefully stayed out of the commu- 
nications battle, asking the general 
conference’s 4,000 delegates from 
152 nations “to define the neces- 
sary lines for following up the 
study begun by the commission." 

But the proposed budget and 
communications programs, draft- 
ed by Mr. M” Bow’s Paris-based 
press secretariat, contained lan- 
guage and proposals that were cer- 
tain to draw heated criticism from 
Western governments and the 
many jornnalists’ associations ex- 
pected to come to Belgrade for the 
news and communications de- 


bates, expected to open about Ocl 

10 . 

The proposed communications 
programs, like those for education, 
science and culture, will be negoti- 
ated by the general conference, 
with the sharpest clashes expected 
between Western governments and 
Third World proponents of “a new 
world information order.” 

Added to these complex negoti- 
ations wiD be various resoluuoas 
from member nations on the Mac- 
Bride report and on a Unesco plan 
to establish new international ma- 
chinery to funnel aid and technical 
knowledge to Third World nations 
seeking to strengthen their news 
and communications capabilities. 

The most controversial propos- 
als outlined in Unesco's 372-page

European Reaction 

The nine foreign ministers of the 
European Economic Community 
"Tuesday night issued a statement

to infringe.” 

About 45 percent of Western 
Europe’s oil now flows through the 
waterway. For Japan, it is 20 per- 
cent and for the United States, 11 
to 13 percent 

It is uncertain which nations 
would supply ships for a preven- 
tive action. But one official specu- 
lated that the likeliest candidates 
would be the United States, 
France and Britain, all of which 
have Mediterranean fleets. 

Officials at the United Nations 
acknowledged that such a task 
force would face formidable politi- 
cal problems. For one thing, the 
Soviet Union would have to give 
its assent at least tacitly. For an- 
other, the oil-producing states that 
ship crude down the Gulf, espe- 
cially Saudi Arabia and Kuwait 
would also have to agree. If they 
did not they could simply cut oil 
oil production. 

Sonet Attitude 

A Moslem representative said 
that if Iran tried to close the strait, 
the Arab producers would “scream 
loudly over any Western naval 
force, and quietly tell you to go 
ahead." But whether the Russians 
would regard such a force as a 
threat to the existing balance of 
power is said to be another ques- 
tion. 

Finally, the planners say they 
would nave to contact Baghdad 
and Tehran to assure them that the 
force had no designs on their terri- 
tories and would serve only to en- 
sure freedom of passage for tank- 
ers.

PARIS — Declaring that Iraq is 
ready for negotiations to end the 
hostilities with Iran, Vice Premier 
Tariq Aziz, said Thursday that Ira- 
qi troops have occupied all the 
disputed territory sought by Bagh- 
dad along the Shatt-al-Arab water- 
way and in other border localities. 

He said that Iraq’s conditions 
for ending the conflict are Iranian 
recognition of Iraqi sovereignty 
over Shatt-al-Arab and an end to 
Iranian interference in the affairs 
of neighboring countries — an ap- 
parent allusion to Iranian support 
for Shiite Moslem agitation in 
Arab countries. 

Speaking at a Paris press confer- 
ence after a meeting with President 
Valery Giscard d'Estaing, Mr. Aziz 
sounded more moderate than Iraqi 
military leaders quoted Wednes- 
day night from Baghdad as reject- 
ing any mediation. But French of- 
ficials said the Iraqi government 
appeared interested in seeking a 
formula for peace talks, perhaps 
through other Moslem govern- 
ments. 

[Iraq's ambassador to Pakistan, 
Ahmed Zafar al-Gailani, said 
Thursday in Islamabad that Presi- 
dent Mohammed Zia ul-Haq had 
offered to mediate in the conflict, 
the Associated Press reported.]

Sleeping Schedule a Potential Danger for Pilots

WASHINGTON — When the 100.000- 
pound jet split the rows of com, first there 
was beat and a sudden jerk. When the 
craft hit the trees, its metal burst open 
with a rasping roar, spilling its mechanical 
and human contents mto the foggy North 
Carolina woods. 

Eastern Airlines Capi. James Reeves 
and 6S passengers in his charge died sud- 
denly that morning. Sept. II, 1974. Like 
all other airline crashes, this one hod been 
poked and sifted, bagged and logged. 
Committees grouped, boards met. coffins 
were laid away. The conclusion was that 
the pilot and crew were not paying atten- 
tion to their altitude. They simply drifted 
down to earth. 

But this official version is now disputed 
and, unlike other crashes, this one has 
been resurrected. It has been exhumed be- 
cause it raises questions of fact, of govern-- 
ment policy, of science. How much sleep 
does a pilot need — and when? 

The North Carolina crash and its caus- 
es have been brought up just as the Feder- 
al Aviation Administration is about to 
adopt a new set of controversial rules 
about a pilot's duty time and rest 


Fatigue is the issue: fatigue as defined 
by the rules of the FAA; ratigue as it is 
experienced by pilots “belly 


from motel to motel, city to city; and fa- 
tigue as newly redefined by biological sci- 
ence. 

At least nine scientists expert in the 
field of "circadian" physiology — the dai- 
ly internal cycles of the body — have writ- 
ten letters to protest the FAA’s proposed 
rules. The scientists say that the rules are 
‘■outmoded.” "irresponsible." and “dan- 
gerous" to pilot and passengers. 

It is not simply that huraans need so 
many hours of sleep every 24 hours, these 
scientists insist. They need sleep which is 
truly restful, which does not do violence 
to the basic biological rhythms of interna! 
organs. 

The body has a very large number of 
physical and chemical functions which 
rise and fall in regular rhythms every day, 
including blood pressure, temperature, 
heart rate, and practically every chemical, 
hormone, and enzyme so far tested. 

This means that the body is virtually a 
different entity at different limes of day 
and itight. The chemicals increase and de- 
crease, and the physical functions speed 


up or slow down, by a characteristic 
amount and at a particular time every 
day. Some change two percent, and some 
change 1.200 percent. Prolonged interfer- 
ence with these rhythms, scientists now 
find, leads to deep fatigue, confusion and 
mistakes. > 

So far the FAA has refused to comment 
in detail on these complaints. But the fed- 
eral air surgeon, H.L. Reighart. who is the 
FAA’s chief medical officer, said, “We 
have no one with an expertise in that area 
now.” 

Both scientists and the FAA agree that 
fatigue can cause disasters, but scientists 
now say the fatigue related to these daily 
biological rhythms is more dangerous 
than the FAA has realized. 

In its rules, the FAA assumes fatigue to 
be something that occurs during long 
work shifts, and the longer the shift, the 
more a pilot will be fatigued. The FAA 
rules also assume pilots can take their 
sleep whenever ana wherever a block of 
10 hours' rest can be arranged- 
. Scientists disagree. Says Martin Moore- 
Ede. professor of physiology at Harvard, 
“The FAA makes assumptions that we 
now have proved are wrong. A pilot can- 
not sleep at any time of day and get rest- 


ed. The rules assume that jumping from 
night rest to day rest, and back again, in- 
definitely — and the rules allow this — 
will have no effect. Now there is a massive 
body of evidence to prove this is wrong." . 

Same Assumptions 

Both the current FAA rules on pilot 
duty and rest, and the proposed ones con- 
tain the same assumptions. In the pro- 
posed rules, for example, a pilot would be 
given a rest of at least 10 hours between 
duty days. The more hours he worked, the 
more to which he would be entitled. 

But since airline computers draw up 
schedules specifically to squeeze the maxi- 
mum allowed flying time out erf each pilot 
during a month, the schedules often bear, 
no resemblance to day and night as other 
workers know them, 

Scientists say such a schedule, may be 
disastrous, and one perhaps was, on Sept. 

1 1, 1974, in that North Carolina cornfield. 

The pilot's schedule in that crash, in the 
week before his death, had him getting up 
at 4:15 a.m. one day to make five flights, 
4:45 in the afternoon of the next day for 
three flights, then 3:30 pjn. for four more.

China 
openly backs the and- Vietnamese 
guerrilla forces whose military 
chief is Pol Pot. Vietnam main-, 
tains it invaded Cambodia in De- 
cember, 1978, largely to counter a 
Chinese threat to its security. 

'Vietnam installed a Cambodian 
regime headed by Heng Samrin in 
Phnom Penh after a military victo- 
ry in most of Cambodia, and has 
campaigned for the government's 
international recognition. But the 
UN. at the behest of China, Thai- 
land and other Asian nations, has 
continued to seat the Khmer 
Rouge regime of Pol Pot as Cam- 
bodia’s representative. 


The United States voted to seat 
the Pol Pot regime a year ago when 
the issue went to a 71-35 vote in 
the General Assembly. Secretary 
of State Edmund Muskie an- 
nounced earlier this month that 
the United States would support 
Pol Pot’s claim to representation in 
the UN again this year despite the 
fact that “we abhor and condemn 
the regime's human-rights record 
and would never support its return 
to power in Phnom Penh.” 

The United Nations credentials 
committee has approved the 
Khmer Rouge claim on the UN 
seat for another year. Surprisingly, 
the Soviet Union, Vietnam’s ally, 
did not ask for a vote — possibly 
because the Russians reportedly 
were able to count on only one 
other vote, that of Angola, in the 
committee. 



Foil Vote Sought 

Despite speculation to the con- 
trary, Mr. Thach said Vietnam will 
insist on a hill vote in the General. 
Assembly, even if his cause is de- 
feated. He said a formal vote 
would “show to everybody that the 
circles who proclaim they are the 
champions of human rights are 
still supporting Pol Pot." 

As long as Pol Pot’s representa- 
tives are seated at the United Na- 
tions. there is no prospect of UN 
observers being stationed at the 
Cambodian-Thai border, Mr.

WASHINGTON — The White

The Carter administration wel- 
comed Wednesday’s 48-46 vote, a 
foreign policy victory for the presi- 
dent, and said die vote will 
strengthen the administration’s 
hand in trying to persuade India to 
accept international nonprolifera- 
tion safeguards. 

The administration contended 
that it was bound to provide the 
uranium under a 1963 agreement 
with India. President Carter — ar- 
guing that failure to provide the 
fuel could cause India to consider 
invalid the 1963 agreement and its 
safeguards — proposed the sale in 
June, and Congress had 60 days to 
override him. 

[India welcomed the Senate vote 
and lauded President Carter’s ef- 
forts to secure the approval. Unit- 
ed Press International reported 
Thursday from New D elhi. A For- 
eign Ministry spokesman said: 
“The government of India hopes 
both the overdue fuel shipments 
for Tarapur will now be received 
in India without any further delay.

Fra gmentatio n Feared 

At the Pentagon, officials said a 
more disturbing possibility was 
that a severe military defeat for 
Iran could lead to increased inter- 
nal strife and fragmentation, 
which could eventually result in 
Soviet intervention in the northern 
part of the country. 

U.S. officials are concerned that 
in the event of a military stalemate 
between Iran and Iraq, Moscow 
might reap diplomatic advantages. 
One fear is that, as in the 1971 war 
between India and Pakistan. Mos- 
cow might offer services as a medi- 
ator in peace talks between Tehran 
and Baghdad. White House na-

White House officials assert 
that by avoiding any involvement 
in the conflict, the administration 
hopes to set an example that could 
serve to inhibit any Sioviet effort to 
exploit the situation in order to 
strengthen its diplomatic or mili- 
tary footing in the area. 

Little Choice far UjS. 

But State Department aides said 
that whatever Moscow’s motives, 
the administration had little choice 
in adopting a course of neutrality 
and noninvdvement. Some aides 
said that a U.S. policy of “til ting" 
toward Iraq could win favor in. 
Saudi Arabia and other Arab na- 
tions, but they added it would re- 
inforce the fierce anti-American- 
ism in Iran, risking the lives of the 
52 US. hostages being held there. 

In statements this week. Mr.

Reagan Tailors Remarks to Local Issues

EL PASO, Texas — Ronald 
Reagan headed west this week, 
carrying with him a series of spe- 
cialized messages carefully tuned 
to key constituencies in communi- 
ties he will not visit again in this 
campaign. 

“Coupling" is what a Reagan 
aide calls it, referring to the pro- 
cess of trying to dominate local 
news coverage by inserting a vola- 
tile local issue into the basic cam- 
paign speech. 

While national attention has 
been focused on the long-distance 
exchange between President Carter 
and Mr. Reagan over whether the 
Republican nominee is a war- 
monger, Mr. Reagan has been 
making points on such diverse is- 
sues as Cuban refugees, the- 
drought, the energy shortage am* 
natural -gas pricing policies. 

Remarks on Cuba 

In Miami, Mr. Reagan won 
cheers from that city's influential 
Cuban constituency by denounc- 
ing Fidel Castro and saying the 
United States should be a refuge 
for people fleeing tyranny. A few 
miles north on the same night, to a 
non-Cuban audience, he. repealed 
these words but stressed that the 
responsibility for taking care of the 
refugees should be a national one, 
not Florida's alone. 

In Springfield, Mo, on Tuesday, 
Mr. Reagan rapped Mr. Carter for 
a purported delay in declaring the 
state a disaster area when it need- 
ed help because of a drought. 

In Tyler, Texas — ■ a conserva- 
tive, oil-rich community in fl con- 
gressional district narrowly carried 
by Mr. Carter four years ago — 
Mr. Reagan said Tuesday that ihe 


president was afraid to debate en- 
ergy policy with him. 

In El Paso, the issue was natu- 
ral-gas policy. Mr. Reagan said 
Mr. Carter bad “broken a solemn 
promise" to the governors of Tex- 
as, Louisiana and Oklahoma in 
1976 to “work with Congress ... 
to deregulate natural gas. 

Belated Discovery 

All of these specialized issues 
are consistent with the basic 
Reagan campaign speech and its 
litany of family, work, neighbor- 
hood, jobs and peace. But the em- 
phasis on local interests reflects a 
somewhat belated discovery by the 
Reagan campaign that there are 
ways for a presidential nominee to 
dominate local coverage by stress- 
ing issues sometimes downplayed 
in the national press. 

A Reagan aide told this story in 
explaining what was happening. It 
seems the late Hubert Humphrey 
was addressing a corporate audi- 
ence. He declared that contrary to 
his reputation, he was pro-busi- 
ness: he wanted corporations to 
make profits that would produce 
the taxes to finance needed social 
programs. 

A wealthy businessman in the 
audience, skeptical of Humphrey, 
said, “That’s all very well. But I 
bet you don’t say the same thing 
when you meet with George 
Meany and the AFL-CIO in BaJ 
Harbour.". 

“If you’re saying that I talk 
more cm Mother's Day than' I do 
on Easier, you’re right," Hum- 
phrey responded- 

Mr. Reagan also has one mes- 
sage for the faithful and another 
tor those he is trying to convert 
the aide acknowledged.

Mr. Reagan's statements have 
received substantial coverage, of- 
ten eclipsing the world news of the 
day, in many of the communities 
he has visited this week.

In Springfield on Wednesday 
morning, Mr. Reagan's speech of 
the night before and his standard 
advocacy of reduced government 
spending was big news.

And the 
newspaper editorially chided 
Reagan tor relying on standard 
rhetoric and saying nothing about 
the fighting between Iran and Iraq.

EL PASO. Texas (LAT) — Mr. 
Reagan termed the Iran-Iraq con- 
flict a “tragic situation" Wednes- 
day and said it would not have oc- 
curred if President Carter bad sup- 
ported the late shah of Iran against 
Moslem revolutionaries.

UNITED NATIONS. N.Y. — 
Secretary of State Edmund Muskie 
met with Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko on Thursday and 
said that the two had reached an 
understanding on the time and the 
place for the beginning of negotia- 
tions on reducing medium-range 
nuclear missiles in Europe. He said 
an announcement would be made 
before the end of the day. 

Mr. Muskie also said after the 
3Vfc-hour meeting at the Soviet mis- 
sion that he appeared to have been 
unable to enlist Soviet support for 
the UN call for a cease-fire in the 
war between Iran and Iraq. 

North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion ministers decided in Decem- 
ber to install 108 Pershing-2 and 
464 Cruise missiles in Western Eu- 
rope. to counter a reported build- 
up of Soviet SS-20 missiles aimed 
at Europe. Moscow had insisted 
that this plan be dropped before 
any new talks could take place on 
limiting missiles in Europe. 

But Soviet leader Leonid Bre- 
zhnev dropped that condition dur- 
ing a meeting in July with West 
German Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt, and it preliminary talks 
may begin as early as mid-Octo- 
ber, possibly in Geneva.

WASHINGTON — A long 
string of mechanical failures and 
confusion preceded the explosion 
last Friday morning at the Titan-2 
missile silo near Damascus, Ark., 
the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee has been told. 

Among other examples. Air 
Force Secretary Hans Mark de- 
scribed Wednesday how three 
hours after the missile’s fuel tank 
was accidentally punctured, an Air 
Force hazard team at the site and 
consultants from Martin Marietta, 
the contractor that built the Titan, 
were giving conflicting advice on 
how to handle the increasingly 
dangerous situation. 

Strategic Air Command officers 
decided to wait for the situation to 
take care of itself — as the contrac- 
tors suggested — rather than fol- 
lowing the suggestion of their own 
team, which wanted to open the 
740-ton cement cover over the mis- 
sile and allow the explosive fuel 
and oxidizer vapors to escape be- 
fore they exploded. 

Despite the series of mechanical 
problems be described, Mr. Mark 
told the committee that the age of 
the 18-year-old missile was not a 
factor in (he accident, as some crit- 
ics have suggested. He said that 
the immediate cause was the drop- 
ping. 70 feet inside the silo, of an 
8- pound wrench that bounced up 
and punctured the fuel tank 

The first safety feature of the Ti- 
tan that failed, according to Mr. 
Mark's presentation, was a rubber 
matting placed between the spot 
where the airman using the wrench 
was standing and the side of the 
missile. It was supposed to catch 
and hold any dropped item. The 
wrench. Mr. Mark said, was too 
heavy for the rubber and fell 
through. 


The warning systems inside the 
silo worked, Mr. Mark said, and 
there was an almost immediate in- 
dication of dangerous vapors and 
loss of fuel. 

Two other safety systems, how- 
ever, apparently failed. A water 
spray system was supposed to ear- 
ly off ihe highly volatile fuel, but 
the leak was so large that the water , 
and the fuel went to the cavity be- 
low the missile and remained 

there. As additional fuel leaked,' 
the water became saturated, and 
fuel vapors began to build again., 
within the enclosed silo. 

Al that point, sources said, an 
exhaust fan system normally. 
would have come on to clear the 
air. It did not turn on at this site, , 
Mr. Mark said, but be gave no fur- 
ther explanation.

The 1978 kidnapping and mur- 
der of former Premier Aldo More 
has been the most sensational op- 
eration of the leftist terrorists, who 
are responsible also for a long list 
of killings of magistrates, politi- 
cians, policemen, journalists and 
businessmen. 

Even before the Bologna bomb- 
ing. there was a resurgence of ter- 
rorist operations by the Armed 
Revolutionary Nuclei. The victims 
were policemen and young leftists.

Mr. Rauti, a 
hard-liner, was one of the founders 
of the terrorist organization New 
Order in the 1950s. 

In their official statements, the 
leaders of the Italian Social Move- 
ment disavow violence in politics. 
But most political observers take it 
for granted that there are close 
links between the party and the 
rightist underground. 

Neo-Fascist groups proclaim a 
virulent Italian nationalism and re- 
ject both Communism and capital- 
ism.

Unsheathing Nuclear Swords 


The danger of nuclear weapons prolifera- 
tion is difficult to overstate. For example, 
suppose that this round of the war between 
Iraq and Iran ends inconclusively. In the 
inevitble next round, or the round after that, 
an Iraqi bomb will probably cast a terrifying 
shadow over the conflict. What will the 
French and Italians, who have made the Ira- 
qi bomb a virtual certainty, have to say about 
that? If the Iraqis should use their bomb 
once they have it — and there is no way to be 
sure they won’t — the devastation of the 
Gulf area and its oil production facilities ' 
would be enormous and the disruption of the 
world's economy could be catastrophic. And 
more importantly, once the sword is out of 
its scabbard, it is possible that nobody will 
be able to put it back. 

Then there is the Pakistan case. With Li- 
byan money and a little help from the Swiss, 
the Pakistanis are very close to building a 
bomb of their own. It is understandable in 
the crudest Realpolidk terms why the French 
would aid the Iraqis in producing a nuclear 
weapon. France has cultivated a rich com- 
mercial relationship with Iraq based on oil 
and arms. But why would the Swiss help Pak- 
istan produce nuclear bombs? What possible 


commercial principle could outweigh the po- 
tential danger? 

That is the background against which the 
U.S. Senate's decision not to block the sale of 
uranium to India should be considered. The 
Carter administration tried to make a case 
that failing to sell the fuel to Lidia would be 
more damaging to the cause of nonprolifera- 
tion than selling it. And furthermore, the line 
runs,' if the United States doesn't sell urani- 
um to Mrs. Gandhi, the Soviet Union will. 
Neither argument is very persuasive. India 
does what it can with the Soviet Union and 
what it wants with its nuclear policy. There is 
nothing in the administration's case, at least 
to the extent that it has become publicly 
known, to indicate that the United States has 
the leverage to make India accept safeguards 
or foreswear building a bomb. As a result, 
the United States is in effect joining the 
French, Italians and Swiss in encouraging the 
development of still another nuclear power. 
The president used his office effectively in 
this instance to get what he wanted. But it 
conflicts with bis broader nonproliferation 
goals.

World Bank in PLO Thicket 


An awkward problem confronts Amir 
Jamal, Tanzania’s finance minis ter Next 
week he will preside over a joint meeting of 
the World Bank and the International Mone- 
tary Fund, normally a placid event remote 
from the political gales. Not this time. Some 
Arab members demand that the Palestine 
Liberation Organization be accorded observ- 
er status. But at U.S. urging, the bank’s 
board has voted against expanding the ob- 
server list That would shut out the PLO and 
jeopardize hundreds of millions in petrodol- 
lar guarantees from Saudi Arabia and 
Kuwait, 

But if, to placate the sheikhs. Jama] tries to 
'circumvent the board decision, he risks af- 
fronting Congress. It threatens to cut back 
U.S. contributions if the PLO gets an observ- 
er badge. This is consistent with U.S. efforts 
to withhold even symbolic recognition from 
the PLO while it denies Israel’s right to exist. 
The resulting dilemma hurts everyone, espe- 
cially the poor nations who most depend on 
the bank’s solicitude. 

It may be, as some Arabs maintain that 
the bank has been too clubby on matters of 
staffing and policy. Yet the remedy is not to 
undermine an institution funneling money to 
countries impoverished by soaring oD prices. 
Arab countries talk grandiosely about estab- 


lishing their own equivalent of the World 
Bank. But that is at best a remote vision; 
many poor nations would be beyond help by 
the time the loan windows opened. In any 
case, the bank is hardly the proper forum for 
debating the Palestinian cause. But it could 
be crippled by that argument; injecting one 
tangential political controversy invites anoth- 


No doubt the West has at times been hypo- 
critical in regarding the World Bank and 
IMF as antiseptic technical bodies, immune 
from politics. But that is nonetheless a pro- 
ductive ideaL Customer nations can attest 
that the aura of objectivity has helped them 
cany out difficult economic programs. 

Fortunately, there is a possible remedy for 
Jamal’s dilemma: to drop official observers 
altogether. The 42 observers who attended 
the last meeting will be distinguished onlook- 
ers next week. For the moment, this ploy 
may defuse the PLO bomb. In the long run, 
however, the worth and shape of these two 
organizations will depend on the determina- 
tion of its Third World customers. If they 
want to keep the World Rank and the Mone- 
tary Fund out of the Palestinian thicket, they 
have the votes to do so.

Reagan’s Arithmetic 


A presidential candidate's economic pro- 
jections constitute a weighing of future risks. 
They represent his intentions, and reflect the 
dangers that he’s prepared to run in pursuing 
them. The astonishing thing about Mr.' 
Reagan’s published projections is their ines- 
capable implication of high and sustained in- 
flation. 

They are based on calculations by the Sen- 
ate Budget Committee, which, unlike Mr. 
Reagan and his advisers, has stated the ac- 
companying infla tion estimates explicitly. 
They show the Consumer Price Index rising 
10.9 percent in fiscal 198.1 — that’s the year 
starting next Wednesday — and 9.8 percent 
in fiscal 1982. It would be nearly three years, 
in this scenario, before the inflation rate sank 
below 9 percent The committee, incidental- 
ly, assumes no tax cut in 1981. Mr. Reagan, 
in contrast, has pledged a big one be ginning 
in January. Since Mr. Reagan’s figures also 
show taxes cut more heavily than spending, 
his budget deficits would be larger than those 
foreseen by the Senate committee. It follows 
that his inflation forecasts must be higher 
than the committee’s. 

Last Friday, Mr. Reagan’s chief economic 
adviser, Alan Greenspan, said at a press con- 
ference that he does not accept the Senate 
Budget Committee’s inflation figures. A 
Reagan administration’s goals would be 
somewhat lower, he suggested. But when Mr. 
Reagan himself was asked about the infla- 
tionary consequences of his economic pro- 


gram in the Sunday evening debate, he re- 
ferred back to that same Senate Budget Com- 
mittee report and its figures. 

The committee assumes a high rate of 
growth for the national economy — an unre- 
alistically high rate, we think That growth 
rate is useful to Mr. Reagan and his advisers 
in their effort to demonstrate that they can 
both cut taxes and balance the budget But if 
they use the Senate committee’s growth rates, 
they cannot avoid responsibility for the infla- 
tionary implications that the committee 
prints in the same tables. It is a fair s ummar y 
of Mr. Reagan’s arithmetic to say that it sug- 
gests inflation remaining well over 10 percent 
throughout most of the next presidential 
term, with the economy meanwhile expand- 
ing in high prosperity. 

That, of course, is not possible. People re- 
act to sustained inflation in ways that make 
it much worse. Interest soars, wage settle- 
ments rise and the dollar falls. A financial 
crisis would bring an abrupt end to the whole 
experiment, tax cuts and alL 

Republicans point out, altogether accu- 
rately, that in 1976 Mr. Carter promised a 
balanced budget, lower taxes and less infla- 
tion. Through a combination of bad luck and 
bad judgment he will succeed in none of the 
three. But it is hardly an improvement to 
have Mr. Reagan now promising extremely 
large tax cuts while sedulously ignoring the 
obvious inflationary consequences.

establish Fascist “cells" in the Goman army. 
Not only the blood of the nobility will flow, he 
added, but Socialist proletarians and pacifist 
professors will also be killed. In three years. Hit- 
ler predicted, his party would be the strongest in 
the country, and when the day of their triumph 
came, the Treaty of Versailles and the Young

Murder of Moro 

With hindsight, it is now clear 
that the point of departure for the 
PCI was the murder by the Red 
Brigades in May, 1S78, of former 
Italian Prime Minister Aldo Moro.

PCI into a formal parliamentary

alliance with the Christian Demo- 
crats. The expectation was that, af- 
ter a period of time, the PCI 
would, in some form or other, en- 
ter the government 
The Red Brigades blew up that 
idea when they killed Mr. Moro. 
Without him on die scene, there 
was no one powerful enough to 
hold the Christian Democrats 
close to the PCL The Christian 
Democrats moved rapidly to the 
right, leaving the PCI isolated and 
exposed. The PCI was left, honor- 
ing its part of the deal, ending the 
Christian Democrats’ parliamenta- 
ry voting strength, but with the 
prospect of no substantial reward. 
It was not so surprising that alter 
nine months of this the Commu- 
nists felt they had no alternative 
but to pull out and bring down the 
government. 


Haggling 

After an election, followed by 
months of haggling, die Christian 
Democrats found an effective sub- 
stitute for PCI parliamentary votes 
when the Socialists joined the gov- 
ernment. 

Since then the PCI has been 
cornered. It cannot easily go back 
to its historical compromise 
stance, when it used the unions as 
a battering ram for making the 
Christian Democrats take the 
Communists seriously. An era of 
renewed industrial militancy 
would appear irresponsible — the 
last thing they want to appear to 
be — at a time when Italian indus- 
try is not in good shape. Yet, with- 
out a well-defined image — either 
right in or right out — it is inevita- 
ble that there is disgruntiement 
within the party rank and file and 
a luck of dramatic appeal to the 
voters. 

This no-man’s-land on the home 
front has pushed the Communists 
into daring escapades on the for- 
eign front.

Their tendency to take 
a lofty zoological view of the 
South, more often than not grubb- 
ing around fra sexy “dirt” about 
high-level corruption and ostenta- 
tion. You can count on the story of 
the Mercedes- Benzes at a Third 
World Meeting in Nairobi or Ca- 
racas and be assured that the 
Mercedes and Cadillacs at the 
meeting of the World Bank or die 
IMF are taken as proper perks of 
office.

“Lau- 
ren Hutton was turned down by 
every agency in New York before 
she came to us. Today she is 
known throughout the world as the 
Ultima II makeup girl. Karen 
Graham, who is the Estee Lauder 
girl, didn't come to see us at alL 
Eileen . discovered her walking 
down the back steps at Bon wit 
Teller's," Jeny said. 

Eileen and- Jerry Ford met in 
New York in 1944. “It was at a 
dance,” she recalled. “Jerry was at 
officer candidate school and I 
picked him out of 3,800 guys. 1 
chased him all the way to San 
Francisco until be had his back to 
the Pacific. There was nothing else 
be could do except marry me . , . 

“Jeny had a football scholarship 
at Notre Dame after the war but 
by that time I was expecting a 
child. At that same time I also 
knew two models in New York 
who were looking for someone to 
represent them, and before either 
Jeny or I knew it, we were in the 
modeling business. From two 
models we went to eight and it’s 
been growing ever since. Today we 
employ 40 people just to help run 
the office." 

Because it is the business it is, 
competition among agencies for 
the top models is savage. Recently, 
a Paris agency came to New York 
and raided the Fords, getting away 
with some erf their more establish- 
ed models. The Fords have sued. 
The Fords have sometimes taken 
another approach to finding new 
models. This year they called it 
“The Face of them.” 

“We’re always actively looking 
for new models,” Jerry Ford said, 
“so we thought we’d have our- 
selves a contest. We brought 20 
girls from 20 different countries 
here to Monaco to compete 
against each other for a first prize 
of a two-year contract with us and 
a guaranteed $50,000.” 

Norwegian Winner 

The winner turned out to be 19- 
year-old Annette Stai from Nor- 
way, a 5-foot- 8-inch riding, hand- 
ball and jog ging enthusiast. But 
then, Eileen Fora said. *iust about 
any of these 20 girls could make it 
as a professional model, in New 
York.” So the Fords in effect 
hedged their bet and signed up a 
bunch of the others as well. 

“We have a very jealously 
guarded reputation,” oontmned Ei- 
leen Ford, whose own reputation is 
based at least partly on her success 
as an author. She has written four 
books, three of than about beauty 
and diet. Strangely enough, the 
least successful was the one about 
modeling. 

“No one wants to read about 
why they can't be a model. After 
all, when you talk about modeling 
you’re talking about a highly desir- 
able career. It’s a more accessible 
career than say, acting But then 
there are people who think of the 
modeling business as centerfolds 
in men's magazines and very 
frankly being a Playmate has noth- 
ing whatsoever to do with model- 
ing A lot of models go on to be- 
came stars in their own right Girls 
in centerfolds are forgotten almost 
immediately. Nor is modeling Hke 
the movies. It’s a much cleaner 
business than films. There is no 
casting couch when you’re tal king 
about the kinds of models we rep- 
resent There’s simply too much 
money involved."

A Rainy-Day Business

P ARIS — Some people buy an umbrella in three minutes. Oth- 
ers take half an hour or more: Some come back the next day 
and start all over. Then ihey come back a few mouths bier when 
their umbrella needs repair. When it’s shot, they come back again 
and ask For their handle back so they can use it again. 

This is why a place such as Madeleine Gdy's, at 218 Boulevard 
Saint-Germain, which dates back to 1834, can exist. Not just to sell 
you an umbrella but an art de vivre. Take the diplomat whose first 
request was that the handle be in one solid piece. Then he asked if 
they had pear tree — meaning a pear tree handle. They did, plus 
rosewood, ash, hazel, maple, malacca, oak and bamboo. He want- 
ed a flatter canopy. He got iL He checked the spokes. “Forty- three 
centimeters. Good.” He asked to see a second one. They were 
identical except for the slightly different grain. Thai's when he 
asked the salesman if he would give him a good reason for buying 
one instead of the other. Did he get the boot? Not at all 
If anybody can put fun into rain, Mrs. Gely can. She feels it is 
her mission to take care of her clients (as against customers) and 
their umbrellas for life. She has them for all ages and occasions — 
for tiny tots, with cheerful prints; animal-headed umbrellas for 
your country place, or golf umbrellas. Some have a folding leather 
seat which comes in handy for hunting or at the races. 

With a sigh, Madame will tell you that things are getting diffi- 
cult “in our tittle trade." First of all. one can’t find good silk 
anymore.., Then the wood sources are drying up, including the 
Gelds around Paris “where they used to grow trees just to use as 
umbrellas handles.” At Gdy’s, you can also order a custom-made 
umbrella and buy an antique handle or silver or ebony in almost 
any possible shape and subject. You can also bring in your own 
favorite handle. Some of Gely’s treasures include old gold and 
enameled bandies that still come’ in their box, complete with gold 
lips to trim the spokes. “Those,” die points out, “used to be given 
as wedding presents.” 

The Other Side of the Business 

Half the business in the tiny place is walking sticks, most of 
them antiques, which have become a fad. Gely started it “by acci- 
dent,” she said, “when I threw a whole bunch of them in an 
umbrella stand." Now they are frequently found in chic foyers. 
There are hundreds of them at Gdy’s. from the half-crook silver 
one, such as Queen Mary used to cany, to a crystal one, twisted 
and filled with tiny multicolored bonbons. 

Canes were such an everyday item that there were different, ones 
for different uses. There were just plain talking sticks, evening 
sticks (usually with gold or silver tops), climbing sticks, defense 
canes (with a hidden blade) and more cheerful one whose top 
unscrews to reveal a tiny flask and glass. Mrs. Gely’s private col- 
lection indudes playwright Sacha Guitry’s blond cane and anoth- 
er emerald-trimmed one which reportedly belonged to Talleyrand. 
There are erotic canes and cute ones and practical ones. The 
dochard’s cane, whose tip is equipped to pick up cigarette butts). 

Such is Mrs. Gely’s devotion to the cause that ha assistant, 
Jean-Pierre Malga, who also knows all there is to know about 
canes, has to change the window race a month. Nowjt’s a hunting 
scene with heather and an kinds of canes hanging from antique 
hunting lodge hat racks. The bulldog with silver eyebrows and 
whiskers is worth the detour. 


Opera in England 


A More Sensitive, Less Jolly 'Cosi’

L ONDON — The problem facing a producer of 
“Cosi Fan Tutte^is just how far to take Mozart 
and his librettist. Lorenzo da Ponte, at their word, 
which seems to be — and the point is explicitly made 
at the end of the opera — that we mortals can save 
ourselves a lot of tribulation by not expecting too 
much or one another. 

Some producers would have it that Fiordiligi aad 
Dora bell 3 readily penetrate their lovers’ often hilari- 
ously outlandish disguises, and from that moment 
are simply putting the boys on. This approach lends 
itself to comedy, high or low, depending upon the 
producer's taste' and propensities. But it goes against 
the libretto, and denies the sincerity of some of the 
most compassionate arias. 

John Cox has opted for Mozan and da Prate in his 
new production (in English ) for the English National 
Opera, introduced at the Coliseum Wednesday, and 
the result is a “Cosi Fan Ttitie" less jolly, less light- 
hearted than many, but more sensitive, more human- 
ly compdlms than most. 

This thanks not only to his own perception and 
interpretive consistency — including, most impor- 
tantly, credible disguises for the two swains — but 
also to Sir Charles Mackerras' stylish and devoted 
musical direction, the ENO orchestra responding 


with rare delicacy and subtlety to its former musical 
director's appreciation of Mozart's incandescent 
scoring. 

The cast, as is so often the case with this compa- 
ny’s offerings, is characterized more by a high degree 
of vocal and histrionic professionalism than by any 
stunning or, as can sometimes be the case, self-serv- 
ing virtuosity. 

Felicity Lott won — and earned — ■ the ovation of 
the evening with her “Per pieta.” although in “Come 
scoglio" she was stretched at both extremes of that 

aria’s appalling range. Della Jones got Dorabella’s 
person and music just right Marilyn Hill Smith’s 
Despina was appropriately tough, vocally and dra- 
matically. 

The men, Alan Opie as Guglielmo, Anthony Rolfe 
Johnson as Ferrando and Neil Hewlett as Don Al- 
fonso were all fine, although the latter's high baritone 
(rather than bass) was too much like Opie’s and bis 
makeup too young to account for Despina’s heart- 
less: “For a girl like me. an old crock like you Is 
worthless.” 

Sir Charles has permitted — and doubtless con- 
tributed a good deal of tasteful embellishment, in- 
cluding the vocal flourishes at fermatas that one 
hears on the recordings of singers of long ago, and 
Ferrando has been given all three of his arias, 
uttiwsely, as it turned out, contributing as they do to 
an unduly extended second act. 


Dance In Italy 


Carla Fracci Becomes NureyeVs Kitri

M ILAN — Carla Fracci’s is 
viewed in Italy as some- 
thing Hke a redeeming 'madonna of 
the dance. In large part her reputa- 
tion is deserved domestically, be- 
cause more than anyone else In It- 
aly she has over three decades 
raised the image of the ballerina to 
a state of respectability. 

This, unfortunately, had to be 
done by a disproportionate num- 
ber of Giselles and Juliets, so the 
decision by La Scala to replace 
Rudolf Nureyev’s production of 
“Romeo and Juliet" with his stag- 
ing of “Don Quixote" stimulated 
more interest than disappoint- 
ment: now Fracci would be Kitri, 
a role she had never attempted be- 
fore. 

Perhaps the kilschiest of all clas- 


sical ballets, “Don Quixote” 
balances its triviaiization of Cer- 
vantes’ masterpiece with the ami- 
able mindlessness of Minims’ mu- 
sic. Along the way there is some- 
times great fun to be had and even 
moments when this old Petipa- 
Gorsky war horse can become a 
launching pad for stellar dancing. 

Though new to La Scala, 
Nureyev's version was first seen in 
Vienna in 1966, and this produc- 
tion comes from Zurich. It incor- 
porates many changes in action, 
choreography and orchestration 
perhaps meant to eliminate kitsch 
but certainly adding confusion. 
Far from improving “Don Quix- 
ote,” Nureyev’s attempts to enrich 
its psychological and dramatic 
content only emphasize the ab- 
sence of development in its score. 

Missed opportunities contribute 


to the lack of clarity. The second- 
ary role of the torero and the street 
dance can provide passages of 
splendid movement, but their po- 
tential panache seems deliberately 
smothered by Nureyev’s staging 

As for the stars, it can be said at 
once that Fracci certainly breaks 
new ground. Her Kitri is' a tough 
cookie and one without charm, al- 
though a charmless Fracci seems a 
contradiction in terms. When she 
essays the purely classical episodes 
of the dream scene and the grand 
pas de deux the style is too rigid 
and the tempos too slow. 

Nureyev’s dancing is by now a 
strained caricature of the exotic 
splendor of his past His variations 
are wildly complex, their complexi- 
ties taken at a nit-or-nuss pace that 
has at least the merit of distracting 
from their distortions.

NEW YORK — Annco, the 
sixth-largest steel company in the 
United States, has 2.000 steelwork- 
ers on layoff, but the 2,200 Annco 
workers who dig and process coal 
in parts of West Virginia are work- 
ing full tilt. 

The Annco coal miners are pan 
of a new and promising tack by 
most major steel companies in this 
country to cash in on their enor- 
mous reserves of coal. Traditional- 
ly, the steel companies consumed 
most of their coal in making steel 
themselves, so when sled produc- 
tion declined, so did their coal op- 
erations. 

Increasingly, however, the steel 
companies want to sell more ex- 
cess coal while continuing to meet 
their own needs. They are stepping 
up the development of their exten- 
sive coal resources and pushing 
coal production, even though their 
steel mills remain in deep reces- 
sion. 

Some steel companies — such as 
Jones & Laughfin Steel, the na- 
tion's third largest, and National 
Steel, which ranks fourth — have 
sold off coal reserves to raise reve- 
nue badly needed to offset the fall 
in profits that followed the sudden 
decline in sted orders earlier this 
year. 

More commonly, however, 
rather than selling their holdings, 
such companies as United States 
Steel Corp., the nation's largest 
steel producer, and Bethlehem 
Steel second largest, are embarked 
on expensive, long-range programs 
aimed at increasing coal produc- 
tion with an eye to selling coal to 
customers in the United States as 
well as abroad. 

For some, the new strategem is 
already paying off. Annco and 
U.S. Steel, for example, have man- 
aged to exploit a increase in de- 
mand by Japan for metallurgical 
coal. The Japanese steelmakers’

WASHINGTON — Comptroller 
of the Currency John Hermann 
and Irvine Sprague, chairman of 
the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corp. chairman, said Thursday 
that foreign acquisitions of U.S. 
Banks do Dot pose problems that 
are serious enough to justify a 
moratorium on such takeovers. 

Both men told the House Bank- 
ing Committee that they disagree 
with the recommendation of a 
.moratorium on such takeovers 
made the General Accounting Off- 
ice. The GAO has said foreign 
banks have an unfair advantage in 
bank acquisitions. 

Mr. Sprague said a moratorium 
‘Would contradict our national 
policy of promoting open interna- 
tional capital markets” and 
“would be inconsistenl with the 
fundamental principle of national 
treatment and mutual n on-dis- 
crimination of domestic and for- 
eign banks.” 

Mr. Heimann said that his agen- 
cy bad investigated fears that for- 
eign bank acquisitions would dam- 
age the safety and soundness of 
the U.S. banking system and 
found them to be unfounded. But 
be said Congress should take ac- 
tion to remove any unfair advan- 
tage foreign banks have over U.S. 
banks, such as the authority to 
own hanks or have branches in 
more than one state. 

He said federal and state bank- 
ing agencies have enough power to 
stop any activities by a foreign- 
owned bank that might cause harm 
io the U.S. economy.

IMF, World Bank 
r Disinvite 9 Observers

WASHINGTON — The impasse over attendance of the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization at next week’s joint annual meeting 
of the International Monetary Fund and World Bank has been 
settled — at least temporarily — by “dismviting” all observer 
organizations. 

The finance minister of Tanzania, Amir Jamal who also is 
chairman of the joint session, announced that invitations — which 
otherwise normally would be extended to a large group of finan- 
cial organizations — would not be sent this year. 

However, two important such groups — the Organization for 
Economic Cooperation and Development and the Bank for Inter- 
nationa] Settlements — will be able to attend the ltey policy ses- 
sions associated with the annua] meetings, the sessions of the In- 
terim Committee and of the Development Committee, in their 
usual observer status. 

U-S- to Go Along 

Meanwhile, Fred Bergsten, U.S. assistant Treasury secretary, 
said at a press conference that the United Slates is willing to go 
along with Mr. Jamal’s decision in the interest of allowing the 
annual meeting to go forward with its urgent business. But he 
added that allowing the joint-meeting chairman (whose (unctions 
normally are honorary) to deride such questions as observer status 
“is not a sound basis on which to proceed.” 

There is still a possibility (hat the question of PLO admission 
will be brought to tbe floor, although U.S. officials said privately 
that the “weighted votes” that could be lined up against such a 
move would be sure to defeat it. 

U.S. officials also revealed that several additional steps will be 
pnmosed to the Interim Committee — with U.S. approval — for 
making the IMF loan policy more IiberaL Chief among these is a 
plan by which a country can borrow up to 200 percent of its quota 
— that is. the amount it had deposited in its own currency — for 
three successive years. 

As Mr. Bergsten explained it. that would allow a country to 
borrow tbe hard-currency equivalent of 600 percent of its quota, a 
dramatic increase from the current limit of 150 percent. 

Other new proposals to come before the Interim Committee will 
include an interest-rate subsidy for those countries that have been 
borrowing from a special IMF money pool called the Witteveen 
facility. Those tapping the Witteveen facility have had to pay 
market-related interest rates, which many of the poorer countries 
now cannot afford. 


Foreign Exchange Mart Is 
Calm Despite Gulf Clashes

LONDON — Europe’s foreign 
exchange market has taken the 
outbreak of fighting between Iran 
and Iraq with unusual nalm Yet, 
some market professionals are still 
uncertain as to whether a storm 
will follow. 

In the past, the foreign exchange 
market has been thrown into a 
dither by changes in the price or 
availability of oil For instance, the 
yen weakened dramatically earlier 
when Iran began to reduce its oil 
shipments to Japan. Sterling rose 
above its December, 1971, parity 
of $2.40 this year, partly because 
of the increase in Britain’s North 
Sea ofl prices. 

However, since the fighting 
started this week, foreign exchange 
rates have not moved much. Nor 
have there been any indications 
that the oil states are buying gold 
or other precious metals to hedge a 
wartime ride. While gold moved up 
by about 7 percent early this week 


from last Friday’s level tbe gain 
was later cut in half. 

Few analysts are willing to fore- 
cast whether relative currency sta- 
bility will continue. Reginald Bar- 
ham, head of Morgan Guaranty 
Trust Co.'s foreign exchange de- 
partment in London, said that the 
threat to oil supplies is serious and 
that it would be foolish to predict 
the movement of foreign exchange 
rales now. 

However, Mr. Barham, who is 
leaving his post to manage the 
worldwide foreign exchange and 
money market operations of the 
Bank of New Smith Wales, also 
notes that central banks have re- 
cently been able to keep key for- 
eign exchange rates steady with 
only moderate intervention. 

"We’ve seen a lot of convulsions 
in the 1970s but I am confident 
that monetary authorities are now 
better equiped to deal with prob- 
lems as they arise,” he said in an 
interview. 


Fed Hikes 
Discount 
Rate to 11%

NEW YORK — In a move de- 
signed to hold down the soaring 
U.S. money supply, the Federal 
Reserve Board announced an in- 
crease in its discount rate, from 10 
to 11 percent, after the dose of 
markets Thursday. 

In a brief announcement the 
Fed said its action, effective Fri- 
day, is part of its “continuing poli- 
cy” to discourage “excessive 
growth" in the money supply. The 
Fed said it also took tbe action be- 
cause banks have been borrowing 
more heavily from the so-called 
discount window recently as short 
term market interest rates have 
risen significantly above the 10 
percent discount rate that has been 
in effect since July 28. 

On Wall Street, stocks skidded 
along a broad front Thursday as 
investors became alarmed over the 
escalating war between Iran and 
Iraq. Oil issues, strong at tbe out- 
set, weakened amid uncertainties 
about supplies. 

The Dow Jones Industrial aver- 
age. up nearly 5 points at the out- 
set, lost 8.79 points to 95S.97. This 
was the second large setback this 
week for the Dow. which gained 
2.73 points Wednesday. It plunged 
12.54 points on Tuesday. 

The New York Stock Exchange 
index lost 0.88 to 74.46 points and 
the price of an average .share de- 
creased 42 cents. Declines routed 
advances 1,044 to 477 among the 
1,902 issues traded at 4p.m. 

Since the Dow industrials hit a 3 
Vi-year high and other averages 
readied all-time marks earlier this 
week, observers said some profit 
taking was due, particularly in oils. 
Big Board volume slowed a bit to 
49.5 million shares from 56.86 in 
Wednesday’s session. 

Oil and energy issues crumbled 
as profits lakers cashed in cm re- 
cent gain g and traders voiced skep- 
ticism over bow much the compa- 
nies would gain from tbe Middle 
East crisis. A panel of administra- 
tion and military officials said the 
nation does not face an oO supply 
problem at present 

There was little else in the news 
background to influence the mar- 
ket in either direction. 

Federal Reserve Governor Hen- 
ry Wallich and Treasury Secretary 
William Miller said that they op- 
posed tax cut legislation this year 
because it would exacerbate infla- 
tion. Tbe Senate Finance Commit- 
tee wants to push through a $40 
billion measure this year. 

Commerce Department chief 
economist Courtenay Slater said 
third quarter real gross national 
product will be essentially un- 
changed from tbe second quarter. 
She told a seminar that real GNP 
growth win be sustained but slow 
over the next few months. Sbe said 
the rapid reduction of inventories 
widely predicted for the -fourth 
quarter is not likdy to occur.

Time Expert Says Goof Off a Bit

LOS ANGELES — For those who fear a time- 
management expen will turn them into automa- 
tons who must schedule their spontaneity, the 
counsel of Hairy Webber may be reassuring. 

Consider his view of seeding off: “It's valuable 
because it's an -acknowledgment that you've got 
things under control. People who never goof off 
don’t fed they have things under control. 

“If there’s a goal out there and it’s urgent and 
you're always running for it, that implies that you 
are not sure you can make it. Goofing off can be a 
chance to stop, check your priorities and find out 
where you are.” 

Scbedated Leisure 

On the other hand, though, Mr. Webber, who 
provides his time training for corporations and 
tmee a month for the public, recommends that 
people schedule their leisure time. 

“If your weekends aren't planned,” he says, “99 
percent of tbe time you'll just fritter them away. 
Most people don't indue their leisure tune. They 
think it’s not worth the same hourly rate they’re 
paid normally. To my way of thinking, you’re 
worth just as much every hour of the day.” 

To help his clients extract the greatest value 
from their time, Mr. Webber provides them with a 
'tangible tool, one he originally developed for him- 
self. So many people asked for it that he decided 
to have it manufactured, he said. 

Jt is a loose-leaf, three-ring, 7 by 9-inch note- 
book and document pouch. 

The “Time Binder” contains: a zip-pocket for 
carrying money; holders for credit cards, driver’s 
license, business cards; envelope-pages for hold- 
ing blank checks, deposit slips, receipts on tax- 
deductible expenses; stationery, including 
sta mp s; an address book; pens, pencils and paper 
clips; daily to-do lists and weekly, monthly and 
yearly calendars. 


Mr. Webber refuses to sell his “Time Binder? 
without his time training, a six-hour seminar be 
provides along with the book, lunch and six 
months of supplies for $150. He wants the assur- 
ance, he says, that people truly understand his 
concepts before they begin using his system. 

“There’s always more to do than we’ll ever get 
done,” Mr. Webber tells his diems. “It all comes 
down to choosing. Tbe book is designed to assist 
the user in finding out he does have choices and is 
indeed choosing his fife.” 

Mr. Webber says he tries to help people be ef- 
fective; and he draws a distinction between effec- 
tiveness and efficiency, saying that if efficiency is 
getting the job done right, effectiveness is getting 
the right job done. 

“1 spent most of my life up until about four 
years ago bang very efficient. However, I wasn’t 
getting any satisfaction out of doing all those 
things,” says tbe 34-year-old holder of a master’s 
degree in molecular and cellular biology who 
spent a year building a log cabin in the moun- 
tains, then became a veteran of human-potential 
movement seminars and a consultant 

List of Goals 

In a technique he readily admits is borrowed 
from time- management expert Alan LakeLn. Mr. 
Webber asks his seminar clients to write down 
their goals as fast as they can: 10-year goals, 
three-year goals (which frequently resemble 10- 
year goals) and one-year goals. 

Next to really establish priorities, Mr. Webber 
announces, “I get to play God and God says you 
have six months left to live.” He asks his clients to 
list six-month, one-month, one-week and 24-hour 
goals assuming money is not a consideration and 
all arran g e m ents for their deaths have ***" han- 
dled. 

This exercise, says Mr. Webber, helps people 
learn lo operate in here and now, a place in which 
time and money matter tittle.

LOS ANGELES — The dreams

ness — or unwillingness — to cre- 
ate the necessary climate for a se- 
cure nudear future, the prolonged

BRUSSELS — Hie industry 
commissioner of the European 
Economic Community, Etienne 
Davignon, will try at a meeting 
next Tuesday to persuade steel 
producers to accept stringent cuts 
in output, European Commission 
sources said Thursday. 

There is a growing feeling in the 
EEC that failure to reach a volun- 
tary settlement might force the 
commission to resort to compulso- 
ry controls. It could do this by in- 
voking the never-used Article 58 of 
the European Coal and Steel Com- 
munity treaty allowing it to set 
down production quotas in a “pe- 
riod of manifest crisis,” with the 
approval of the EEC Council. 

Some reports have spoken of 
next week’s talks between Mr. Da- 
vignon and the industry leaders 
belonging to the group Eurofer as 
a last-chance meeting. A spokes- 
man for the commissioner said 
that a derision on what to do prob- 
ably would be made before the end 
of the month. 

Earlier in September, the com- 
mission called for a 13-percent re- 
duction in EEC steel output in the 
Last quarter of this year from the 
same 1979 period because of low 
demand, but some companies

Sex Harassment 


Widely Reported 
By U.S- Workers

WASHINGTON — An agency 
in charge of protecting the tights 
of federal employees said Thurs- 
day that sexual harassment is 
widespread in U.S. government of- 
fices. 

Ruth Prokop, head of the Merit 
Systems Protection Board, said a 
survey of federal workers showed 
that about one in four reported 
being sexually harassed in the last 
two years. Bui she noted that the 
employees believe sexual harass- 
ment is no more widespread in the 
government than in the private 
sector. 

Mrs. Prokop gave the findings 
of the preliminary report on sexual 
harassment to the Committee on 
Post Office and Civil Service sub- 
committee on investigations, 
which has been looking into the 
problem. 

The survey was based on ques- 
tionnaires sent to about 23,000 
male and female federal employ- 
ees. Mrs. Prokop said the unusual- 
ly high response rate, 85 percent, 
indicates that the data is reliable.

This time he has- hit on a chatty 
and indeed doquent protagonist: 
Domenico ScandeUa (1532-1600), 
nicknamed Menocdno, a family 
man and miller by trade, but also 
occasionally a free-lance carpenter, 
sawyer, mason, farmer and guitar- 
ist. Hading from Montereale, a 
liny hiH town about 50 miles north 
of Venice, Menocchio blundered 
into a tangle of heresies, was de- 
nounced to the hdigions authori- 
' ties, tried mid eventually execuied.

The details erf the case reveal a 
gifted and livdy spirit Unlike 
many of his rustic compeers, 
Menocchio knew bow to read and 
write. He was driven by curiosity, 
loved ideas-and abstract argument, 
was treasurer of his parish churdi 
and town mayor at least once. But 
he ms also proud of his intellect - 
and, alas for him, something of a 
big mouth. His. first trial, in 1584, 
disclosed that he liked to discuss 
ins religious views with neighbor- 
ing acquaintances and that hewas 
ready to engage even his learned 
inquisitors in debate.

Formula One: Duel to the Limit

NEW YORK — The Formula 
One driving championship can 
be worth up to $10 million in 
contracts and endorsements to 
the winning driver. Alan Jones 
and Nelson Piquet are the only 
drivers in this year's Grand Pm 
series with a chance at those 
riches. 

With two events remaining, 
the Canadian Grand Prix at 
Montreal Sunday and the U.S. 
Grand Prix at Watkins Glen, 
N.Y., Oct. 5. Piquet holds a one- 
point lead over Jones, 33, who 
had led for most of the year. 

Montreal won’t decide the is- 
sue, since neither driver can 
achieve enough of a point 
spread (here to clinch the title. 
So the Formula One title chase 
will go down to the wire for the 
third time in 20 years at Wat- 
kins Glen. 

“It’s down to a two-driver 
competition now. Nobody else 
has a chance. The name of the 
gome is to finish ahead of Nel- 
son in both races,” Jones, who 
drives a Williams, said Wednes- 
day. “It’s just fitting that the sit- 
uation comes down to the last 
race before the title is decided. 
It proves the competitiveness of 
Formula One racing.” 

The Australian won in Mon- 
treal last year, but Piquet, 28, 
the best driver to come out of 
Brazil since Emerson Fittipaldi 
won two championships, has 
shown title form by finishing in 
the points in 10 of this year's 12 
races. 

Piquet, who started his career 
in gevearts and was the star of 
Lhe 1977 and 1978 Formula 
Three seasons with 13 victories 
in 21 starts, didn’t expect to be 
in championship contention, 
when the season began. 

He had a bad year in 1979 
while teaming with Niki Lauda 
at Brabham; between them they 
finished only three races. “I con- 
sider this a good year even if I 
don't win the title.” Piquet said 
Wednesday. “I was hoping to 
finish among the top three in 
each race, but I had no idea I 
would be leading with two races 
left.” 

Gordon Murray, the South 
African who designed the Brab- 
ham, says Piquet has “learned 


more than anyone in the short 
time he’s been in Formula One." 


Watkins Glen Approved 

WATKINS GLEN, N.Y. 
(AP) — An improved Watkins 
Glen Grand Prix road-racing 
course has passed a safety check 
for the U5. Grand Prix East to- 
be held Oct. 5. The Federation 
Internationale du Sport Auto- 
mobile, which sanctions the 
Grand Prix races for formula 
one cars, had been threatening 
since December to take the race 
away from the Glen because of 
complaints about unsafe condi- 
tions and other factors.

Freedom Wins 
America’s Cup

NEWPORT, R.L — Freedom 
scored a comfortable victory in the 
America’s Cup series Thursday, 
beating challenger Australia by 
more than three minutes to retain 
the U.S. hold on yachting's most 
prestigious prize: 

Freedom's 38-year-old skipper, 
Dennis Conner, sailed a flawless 

race, steering his blue 12-meter to 
a commanding 3:38 victonr on 
blustery Rhode Island Sound. The 
triumph was Freedom's fourth in 
the best-of-seven series; Australia 
won only one race. 

Thus, the New York Yacht Club 
kept its 129-year grip on the oldest 
international sporting trophy, first 
won when the black schooner 
America upset IS nim ble British 
cutters in 1851 in a race around 
lhe Isle of Wight. 

About a half-hour before the 
start of Thursday’s race, winds 
were at 12 knots out of the east- 
southeast — the kind of weather 
that helped Freedom throughout 
the series. 

Ahead From Start 

While Australia skipper Jim 
Hardy chose to make only one 
tack the lay the line to the first 
mark, Conner tacked several times, 
taking the more deliberate but 
shorter route, and rounded the 
mark 52 seconds ahead. 

Rain began to fall as the yachts 
headed east into winds of about 17 
knots. Looking for speed. Hardy 


took a higher road than Freedom 
to the second mark on the triangu- 
lar course and rounded 1:04 be- 
hind Conner. 

In winds that abated to about 14 
knots, Australia managed to shave 
20 seconds off Freedom's lead and 
rounded the third mark 44 seconds 
behind. 

Conner broke off a tacking duel, 
caught a wind shift and rode it to a 
1:20 lead over Australia at the 
fourth mark. 

Gap Widened 

In the fifth leg, a run straight 
downwind, Conner had the race 
wtill in hand. He widened the gap 
by more than a minute to 3:10 at 
the fifth mark. 

Hardy had Australia back and 
forth across the downwind leg, 
desperately looking for a puff oj 
fresh air in the dying breeze. In- 
stead, he only lost time as Conner 
took a straighter tine to the mark. 

The yachts sailed six races since 
the senes started SepL 16, with one 
light-wind contest called when the 
SU-hour time limit expired. 

Freedom earned the defender’s 


with 1977 Cup tampion Ted 
Turner at the helm, and the brand- 
new Clipper, skippered by inexpe- 
rienced Russell Long, 24.

Serious Injury to a Running Back: A 50-50 Risk on NFL Teai

NEW YORK — A report com- 
missioned by the National Foot- 
ball League Players’ Association 
and the owners’ management 
council has found that every pro- 
fessional football team runs a 50- 
percent chance eacirseason of ; los- 
ing a running back because of an 
injury that requires surgery. 

The man who prepared the re- 
port, Dr. James Garrick of the 
Center far Sports Medicine at St. 
Francis Hospital in San Francisco, 
said that little could be done to re- 
duce the chances. “I don't think

“I don’t find that as a surprise,” 
said Vince Lombardi, the assistant 
executive director of the manage- 
ment council “and I don't think 
it’s a secret.

The New York Giants, Philadel- 
phia Eagles and Los Angeles Rams 
were the only teams that did not 
furnish bath films and informa- 
tion. After a request for informa- 
tion from the management council 
and two additional requests,] Gar- 
rick went on without their infor- 
mation. 

Frame by Frame 

.The films were studied frame by 
frame to determine both the rate 
of surgical injuries by position and 
the cause of injuries. The analysis 
was based on the study of 77 inju- 
ries that required surgery and 
could be dearly analyzed _ by 
watching the game films provided 
by the teams. 

The report was jointly funded 
by the players’ association and the 
management council through the 
Joint Safety Committee establish- 
ed -by the coUecti verbargaining 

agreement. Among the conclusions 
Garrick found were: 

.• Rule infringement does not 
" to play a significant’ role in 
luction of football injuries 
requiring surgery. 

• Items of protective equipment 

currently in use appear to have lit- 
tle effect — posinve or n egati ve — 
on the frequency of occurrence of 
Lhe injuries in surgery.

“It 
would appear to represent more 
than the ’usual year-to-year varia- 
tion in injury rates.’” the report 
said. 

Of the 135 injured players in- 
volved in the report, 28 (20.7 per- 
cent) were running backs.

“They never worry about that,” 
Garvey said, referring to league of- 
ficials, “because every year there 
are 10, 15 running backs, out of the 
college ranks. They have these 
players coining in like spare pans 
in a factory. They are parts of a 
machine, and if they are defective, 
they merely purchase another part 
and place it in there. 

“It can’t go on forever. As it 
reaches the high school and college 
level, you’ll see fewer and fewer 
people will be playing football.

The report calls attention to the 
limits of its study — the fact that it 
excludes all injuries that did not 
lead to surgery and that it does not 
include injuries from training 
camp or practice sessions that were 
not filmed. Studies by the Stanford 
Research Institute from 1969 to 
1974, which Garrick called “re- 
markably detailed and well-ana- 
lyzed,” included all injuries. 

Garrick recommended that films 
of plays that led to specific injuries 
be grouped together by injury, so . 
doctors can analyze causes and 
eventually determine methods of 
prevention. 

' The doctor recalled one film clip 
that showed how difficult the pro- 
tection of players can be. A defen- 
sive lineman had been successfully 
blocked and was not & factor in a 
play when the quarterback could 
not find a receiver and started to 
scramble. The lineman had a 
chance to get up and run across 
the field toward the quarterback. 
When the lineman leaped over a 
teammate who was in the way, the 
teammate stood up and the line- 
man crashed into him. 

“That typifies , the whole acci- 
dent category.” Garrick said. “Just 
act-of-God sorts of tilings that rule 
changes and protective equipment 
win do nothing about.”

A photograph of the four in 
full uniform and on horseback was 
distributed nationally, and the rep- 
utation “just grew and grew as the 
season went on," Crowley recalled. 

Crowley had a successful coach- 
ing career at Fordham until 1942, 
when he joined the Navy. After 
World War II he held a series of 
sports-related jobs, including com- 
missioner of the old All-America 
Football Conference. He was. 
Pennsylvania boxing commission- 
er from 1956 to 1963, and did 
some public relations work before 
retiring nine years ago. 


Peachy Kdlmeyer. WTA direc- 
tor of operations, said that she 
didn’t count the show of hands but 
that a big majority of the 42 mem- 
bers present at the meeting in the 
Georgia Tech Coliseum, where the 
women are playing, are in favor of 
withdrawing from the largest U.S. 
t ennis tournament. 

The association is upset at what 
it has termed inadequate television 
coverage from CBS and the deci- 
sion by the United States Tennis 
Association that the women can- 
not increase their fidd from 96 to 
128, as the men have. 

The WTA said it is prepared to 
accept a proposal from a New 
.York-based promotion firm, Capi- 
tal Sports, to stage an indoor late- 
summer tournament In New Jersey 
with 5500,000 in prize money — 
nearly twice what the women now 
compete for at the Open. 

-KeUmeyer said the only thing 
standing in the way of a formal 
withdrawal from the USTA-spon- 
sored Open in New York is the 
support of the top 20 players and a 
network television package. 

Formal Decision Awaited 

“Well now go back and canvass 
the top 20 players to see how many 
win commit themselves to a sepa- 
rate championship,” she said. “We 
don’t want to start a new cham- 
pionship unless it is first-class. 
And it wouldn’t be that without 
ibe best players in the world and 
network television exposure. We 
expect a formal decision in the 
next couple of weeks." 

USTA officials said last week 
that such a move would be “a great 
blow to women’s tennis and to 
professional tennis overall." USTA 
Executive Secretary Rick O'Shea 
and WjL Hester, a’ past president, 
attended the meeting but could not 
be reached for comment. 

The USTA will hold its annual 
meetings in November, at which 
time it could decide to meet the 
WTA’s demands. 

The Capital Sports proposal 
would make WTA a partner in rev- 
enue sharing and the administra- 
tion of Lhe tournament.

Wise has often jumped in at 
the last minute for an indisposed 
colleague and given a polished 
performance of any one of 30 
roles in her repertoire. Her abili- 
ty to learn a new role quickly has 
astonished even her. Once in Mu- 
nich on two weeks notice she re- 
placed a sick singer in the long 
and difficult rale of Axnmta in 
Strauss’ "Die Schweigsame 
Frau." 

“There I was, thrust into a cos- 
tume and literally pushed on- 
stage — rather like one of those 
dreams when you’re giving a vio- 
lin concert but don’t play the vio- 
lin. Wen, somehow it went so 
perfectly that 1 kept getting 
amazed and disbelieving glances 
all evening from the rest of the 
cast. I was pretty proud that I 
hadn't forgotten one detail in the 
score or staging. Then again, I 


□ever remember where I put my 
house keys! 

"During a performance some- 
times a tenor will chat about 
what he had for dinner, just as 
this involved singing-actress 
wants to play a convincing love 
scene. Some easygoing colleagues 
might find this attitude stuffy. 
Stuffy or not, this is my credo; 
I've found that in general those 
artists who concentrate on the 
character of an operatic perso- 
nage to bring out the comedy or 
the drama are the ones who de- 
rive the most personal satisfac- 
tion and who get meaningful rec- 
ognition from the public. To 
send audiences home la ug hin g or 
crying over a portrayal — 
whether done by a Maria fa Has 
or some other singer — that is to 
my mind genuine talent in this 
business of opera. That, by the 
way, is why Maria Call as was so 
genuinely beloved; she projected 
not Maria Cafias as Tosco but 
Tosca herself.”

Lady,” gave several recitals, sang 
her first full-length operatic role
